This would amount to a list 
of the categories down the open edge of the front or 
back of the OAK,with the edges of the corresponding

In reference, Scientific Advisor, Office of 
ELINT made several suggestions for changes in the format of OAK reports 
and data to be included on NPIC photographic reproductions. The 
Photographic Analysis Group does not feel it can incorporate the sug- 
gestions for the following reasons: 


1. To include on photographic reproductions "the sun angle 

in local azimuth elevation coordinates" on all graphics would . 

involve additional work on.the part of several NPIC divisions 

and cause delays in graphics production. Perhaps more importantly 

it should be pointed out that most disseminated reproductions 

are not intended to be used for analysis or "interpretive engineering

submit them on a selective basis as needed,
